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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 and 24-30 are presented for examination on the merits. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on March 
1 1 , 2004 has been entered. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims are rendered vague and indefinite for the recitation of the term 
"substantially" wherein the term does not clearly define as to how much protein, tannin 
and polyphenol compounds are devoid from the agropolymer. It is unclear how pure the 
agropolymer really is? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over WO 93/12877 in view of Vega (A) and Kelly (B), all cited of record, note last Office 
Action of October 6, 2003, pages 2-9, and are hence rejected for those reasons of 
record and as follows. 

Applicant's arguments filed March 11, 2004, have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Peters et al combined with the cited secondary references teach 
the same ingredients as Applicant's claimed agropolymer. One of skill in the art would 
not have been drawn to what Peters et al, Vega and Kelly use their products for but for 
what they contain and the compatibility of these products for purposes of combining 
these well known ingredients. There would be no unexpected successful result 
obtained as each of the references do not teach that these products can not be 
combined nor has Applicants proffered any argument as to why one of skill would not 
expect a successful result with the combination of these products irrespective of their 
individual uses in the cited prior art documents. 

Applicants have once again introduced arguments relating to the uses of the 
ingredients of the cited prior art documents as individual ingredients and rebuttal 
directed toward lack of motivation to combine but have not clearly argued that their 
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combination would provide an unexpected successful result. Thus, in response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

To combine well known ingredients in the prior art is prima facie obvious when 
each ingredient has been shown in the prior art to be successful independently as well 
as being combined with other ingredients. It is well within the purview to one of skill in 
the art to combine well known ingredients which have been used successfully with the 
expectation of a successful result of such combination of ingredients. Applicants have 
proffered no reason why one of skill would not expect a successful result other that what 
each compound may be used for, however, the use of the composition as claimed is not 
given any patentable weight,necessarily. The point that Applicants appear to make that 
the alternative use of each ingredient in the cited prior art teaches away from the 
claimed agropolymer does not clearly establish a teaching away when it is the strict use 
of indiviual ingredients for which the argument is based and not the combination of 
these well known ingredients. No where does Applciant appear to suggest in their 
arguments that the combiantion of such ingredients provides an unexpected successful 
result. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
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hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

Therefore, a prima facie case of obviousness appears to have been met since all 
three of the criteria have been provided, each element is disclosed or at least suggested 
by the cited prior art, an expected successful result and such expectation of success for 
combining these well known ingredients providing the motivation to do so. Hence, in 
the absence of persuasive evidence to the contrary the claims are deemed prima facie 
obvious.
